At 11:00 AM, Tropical Storm "SIONY” slightly intensified and is now inside the 
Philippine Area of Responsibility (PAR). It entered PAR at 8:00 AM It is forecast to move 
generally northwestward until Monday evening, then slowly west-southwestward by Tuesday 


02 November 2020 


At 11:00 AM, "SIONY" maintains its strength as it accelerates west-northwestward 
over the Philippine Sea. The center of Tropical Storm “SIONY” is forecast to continue moving 
west-northwestward or northwestward today before it slows down significantly and becomes 
almost stationary tomorrow morning through Wednesday morning. 


03 November 2020 


At 11:00 AM, "SIONY" slightly intensifies as it moves slowly over the Philippine Sea 
east of Extreme Northern Luzon. The center of Tropical Storm "SIONY" was estimated based 
on all available data at 565 km East of Basco, Batanes 


04 November 2020 


At 5:00 AM, “SIONY” continues to move slowly over the Philippine Sea east of 
Extreme Northern Luzon. “SIONY” is forecast to intensify into severe tropical storm in the 
next 24 hours and reach its peak intensity of 100-110 km/h tomorrow prior to its landfall or 
close approach over Extreme Northern Luzon 


At 5:00 PM, it intensified into a Severe Tropical Storm (STS) while moving slowly 
over the Philippine Sea east of Extreme Northern Luzon. the center of Severe Tropical 
Storm "SIONY" was estimated based on all available data at 735 km East of Basco, Batanes. 


Tropical Cyclone Wind Signal (TCWS) No. 1 is in effect over Batanes, the 
northeastern portion of mainland Cagayan (Santa Ana, Gonzaga), and the eastern portion of 
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Babuyan Islands (Balintang Isl., Babuyan Isl., Didicas Isl., and Camiguin Isl. including their 
adjoining islets). 


05 November 2020 


At 8:00 PM, STS "SIONY" maintains its strength as it continues to move closer 
towards Batanes. "SIONY" is forecast to reach typhoon category in the next 24 hours with a 
peak intensity of 120 km/h. 


TCWS No. 2 is in effect over Batanes and Babuyan Islands, while TCWS No. 1 is in effect 
over the northern portion of mainland Cagayan (Santa Ana, Gonzaga, Lal-Lo, Allacapan, 
Santa Teresita, Buguey, Camalaniugan, Aparri, Ballesteros, Abulug, Pamplona, Sanchez- 
Mira, Claveria, Santa Praxedes), the northern portion of Apayao (Santa Marcela, Luna, 
Calanasan), and the northern portion of Ilocos Norte (Adams, Pagudpud, Bangui, Dumalneg, 
Burgos, Vintar, Pasuquin, Bacarra). 


06 November 2020 


At 2:00 AM, STS “SIONY” is about to pass very close or over Batanes. "SIONY" 
is forecast to make landfall or close approach in the vicinity of Batanes within the next 3 hours 
as it continues to move west-northwestward. It is forecast to exit the PAR this afternoon or 
evening. 


TCWS No. 2 is hoisted over Batanes and Babuyan Islands while TCWS No. 1 is in 
effect the northern portion of mainland Cagayan (Santa Ana, Gonzaga, Lal-Lo, Allacapan, 
Santa Teresita, Buguey, Camalaniugan, Aparri, Ballesteros, Abulug, Pamplona, Sanchez- 
Mira, Claveria, Santa Praxedes), the northern portion of Apayao (Santa Marcela, Luna, 
Calanasan), and the northern portion of Ilocos Norte (Adams, Pagudpud, Bangui, Dumalneg, 
Burgos, Vintar, Pasuquin, Bacarra) 


At 7:50 AM, the center of STS "SIONY™ has crossed Misanga Island in Itbayat, 
Batanes. It has maximum sustained winds of 95km/h and gustiness of up to 115km/h, 
moving westwast at 20 km/h. 


At 10:00 AM, STS “SIONY” maintains its strength while moving over Bashi 
Channel. TCWS No. 2 is hoisted over Batanes while TCWS No. 1 is hoisted in Babuyan 
Island. TCWS over the northern portion of Cagayan, Apayao, and Ilocos Norte is lifted. 


At 5:00 PM, STS “SIONY” continues to move west-northwestward over the Bashi 
Channel South of Taiwan. TCWS No.1 is hoisted in Batanes. TCWS over Babuyan Island 
is lifted. 


At 11:00 PM, STS “SIONY” is now off the southwestern coast of Taiwan and Is 
about to exit the Philippine Area of Responsibility. TCWS over Batanes is lifted.
